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Suiumary 


Prices ;  Land  prices  continued  to  rise.  The  index  indicates  a  rise  of 
20  percent  the  past  year  and  a  rise  of  67  percent  since  the  first 
quarter  of  1541. 

Finance  ;     Sixty  percent  of  all  sales  were  for  cash,   20  r)ercent  had 
mortgages,  and  20  percent  were  contracts  for  deed.     Of  the  nev: 
credit,   insurance  companies  furnished  37  percent,  individuals 
30  percent,  federal  land  banks  19  percent,  commercial  banks  7 
percent,  and  others  7  percent. 

Volijme :     The  nujaber  of  sales  dropped  to  60  percent  of  the  peak  reached 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  194:3.    Highest  activity  this  quarter  was 
in  Judith  Basin,  Haakon,  Adams^  Haskell  and  the  North  Dakota 
co\mties . 

Buyers:    Farmers  bought  83  percent  of  the  tracts  sold,  the  same  as  a 
year  ago,     Titventy-f our  percent  of  the  farmer  buyers  were  tenants 
compared  v;ith  15  percent  in  the  previous  quarter,  but  the  same  as 
a  year  earlier. 

Sellers  :     Individual  and  private  corporations  sold  proportionately  more 
tracts  than  a  vear  ao-o.     The  states  and  counties,  public  credit 
agencies  and  estates  sold  proportionately  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Resales:     Seven  percent  of  the  sales  this  quarter  were  resales  of 
tracts  pu.rchased  during  the  preceding  24  months. 


Land  llarket  Activity,  Ilorthern  Great  Plains  Region 
Fourth  Quarter,  October  1  to  Decenber  31,   1944  l/ 

Trend  in  Land  Prices 

Land  prices,  as  measured  by  the  indexes,  continued  to  rise  in  the 
fourth  quarter  and  the  rise  v/as  more  pronounced  than  in  the '..previous 
quarter,  "l/    The  average  of  the  indexes  of  land  prices  of  the  selected, 
counties  indicates  a  20  percent  increase  over  the  fourth  quarter  of  1943 
and  a  37  percent  increase  over  the  first  q\iarter  of  1941  (table  1).  The 
trend  in  land  prices  has  been  upv.-ard  since  the  beginning  of  the  survey. 
The  prices  in  every  county  were  higher  in  1944  than  in  1943.    Nine  of 
the  counties  attained  the  highest  price  in  the  fourth  Quarter  of  1944, 
Fifteen  of  the  c'ounties  reached  their  highest  price  during  some  quarter 
of  1944.     Only  six  counties  shov:ed  a  lower  price  in  the  fourth  quarter 
than  in  the  previous  quarter. 

Average  prices_  per  acre  also  siiov.-  the  upward  trend  in  the  land  market. 
Deuel,  Morton,   Stutsman,  Brookings,  Lancaster,  and  Brov.na  counties  reached 
the  highest  price  per  acre  since  the  beginning  of  the  survey  (table  2)* 
In  Judith  Basin,  Clay,  and  Traill  counties  the  average- prices  per  acre 
were  higher  than  in  the  third  quarter,  but  they  did  not  exceed  the 
average  prices  por  acre  of  previous  quarters.    All  but  Adams  and  Plaakon 
counties  had  a  hi^riior  average  price  per  acre- for  the  year  1944  than  for 
1943. 

The' quality  of  land  sold,  as  measured  by  the  average  assessed  value,  . 
was  slightly  higher  in  the  fourth  quarter  than  for  the  same  quarter  of 
1943  (table  3),    ViThile  a  decrease  in  price  v^as  noted  ■  in  riaakon  and  Adams 
counties,  the  decrease  in  quality  was  even  greater,  .  . 

Real  estate  dealers  and. others  well  informed  on  the  land  market 
indicated  that  land  prices  are  still  rising.     Very  few  noted  any  levelling 
off.     Some  informants  vrere  apprehensive  tiiat  the  draft  would  further  ..

curtail  the  labor  supply  and  thereby  reduce  the  denand  for  land,  None 
indicated  that  prices  of  land  v/ere  too  high  as  yet,  although  sone  did 
believe  that  land  prices  7;ere  novr  as  high  as  they  should  be.     It  nay 
be  noteworthy  that  the  sane  was  said  of  land  prices  before  they  reached 
present  levels.    One  of  the  infomants  stated  that  land  prices  would 
continue  'to  go  -Up  until  a  poor  crop  \vas  harvested  and  then  they  vrould 
go  down. 

Finance  of  Dind  Sales 

Cash  sales  continue  to  be  the  nost  prevJ'.lent  type  of  sale,  although 
they  were  less  important  in  the  fourth  quarter  than  in  the  third  quarter 
of  1944  (table  4).     Of  all  sales,  60  percent  vrere  cash  sales,  20  percent 
mortgage  sales,  end  20  percent  coutracts  for  deed.     In  Haskell,  Deuel 
and  Goshen  counties,  all  sales  were  for  cash  and  only  in  Lancaster,  Brookings 
and  Brown  v:ere  cash  sales  less  than  50  percent  of  the  total.  Contracts 
for  deed  were  found  only  in  the  Montana,  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota 
counties.     Not  all  contracts  for  deed  are  obtained,  which  means  that  cash 
sales  represent  a  smaller  percentage  of  the  total  than  the  above  figures 
would  indicate. 

The  greater  share  of  the  credit  used  to  finance  land  purchases  vras 
furnished  by  sellers.     Of  the  total  nunber  of  sales  in  v.'hich  credit  was 
used,  82  percent  had  seller  nortga^es,  5  percent  had  assumed  mortgages, 
and  13  percent  had  other  new  mortgages  (table  5).    A  smaller  percentage 
of  the  credit  came  from  new  mortgages  in  the  fourth  quarter  and  slightly 
more  from  assumed  mortgages.     Of  the  new  mortgages,  insurance  companies 
made  37  percent,  individuals  30  percent,  federal  land  banks  19  percent, 
commercial  banks  7  percent,  and  others  7  percent.    Dr^ring  the  fourth 
quarter,   individuals  provided  proportionately  fewer  mortgages  and  the 
insurance  companies,  federal  land  bonks  and  commercial  banks  more  than  in 
the  preceding  quarter. 

The  buyers  had  an  equity  of  41  percent  in  the  mortgarc  sales  and  r.n 
average  equity'  of  19  percent  in  the  knov.-n  contracts  for  deed  sales, 

Voliame  of  Sales 

The  number  of  sales  was  only  60  percent  of  the  peak  reached  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  1943.    The  volume  of  sales  decreased  in  all  but  Judith 
Basin,  Traill  and  Haskell  counties.    Decreases  of  50  percent  ©r  greater 
occurred  in  Morton,  Stutsm:\n,  Brookings,  Brov.Ti,  Dickinson,  Deuel  and 
Adams  counties.     In  I^orton  County  the  number  of  sales  decreased  from  122 
a  year  ago  to  57  in  this  quarter  and  in  StutsmF^n  County  the  decrease  was 
from  200  to  85,     Only  2  sales  were  recorded  in  Deuel  Countj',  whei*eas  7 
were  recorded  a  year  ago  (table  6). 

The  volume  of  sales  in  the  Plains  has  been  high  during  the  last  fcia* 
years,  especially  in  1943,    Sales  by  corporations,  nonresident  individuals 


and  public  agencies  made  up  the  greatest  share  of  the  volune.    Most  of 
this  land  has  been  purchased  by  local  people,  primarily  farmers,  ma.ny 
of  vrtion  had  lost  their  land  during  the  drought  and  depression.  These 
sources  of  available  land  are  fast  disappearing  and  this,  along  with 
high  farm  income,  has  accounted  for  much  of  the  rise  in  la;nd  prices. 

Sales  activity  this  quarter,  as  measured  by  the  proportion  of  land 
in  farms  sold,  was  highest  in  Judith  Basin,  Haakon,  Adams,  Haskell  and 
the  North  Dakota  comties.     Over  the  four-year  period  1941  to  1944,  the 
greatest  activity  has  been  in  Adams  County  where  38.5  percent  of  the  land 
in  farms  has  been  sold.     Gther  high  activity  counties  over  the  four  years 
were  Goshen,  the  Montana  counties,  and  the  western  Dakota  counties. 

There  viere  only  23  distress  transfers  this  quarter  compared  with  56 
a  year  ago.     These  were  all  in  the  two  Dakotas.     Termination  of  contracts 
totaled  200  in  this  quarter  compared  v/ith  322  in  the  fourth  qiiarter  of 
1943.  ^  ' 


Buyers  , ■ 

Farmers  purchased  83  percent  of  the  tracts  sold.     Seventy-two  percent 
of  these  farmers  were  OTOcr  operators,   24  percent  were  tenants,  and  4 
percent  were  farm  boys  or  farm  hands  (table  7),     These  proportions 
remained  unchanged  from  a  year  ago,     Th'e  proportion  of  tenant  purchasers 
continues  to  be  the  highest  in  the  eastern  Dakota  counties.     The  propor- 
tion of  oi;vner  operator  purchasers  was  highest  in  Judith  Basin,  Haakon  and 
Dickinson  counties  wh-jre  93,   85  and  80  p'orcent,  respectively,  of  the 
farmer  purchases  wore  by  this  group.    Although  the  percentage  of  nonfarmer 
purchases  has  not  been  large  for  the  region,  there  are  some  counties  in 
Nebraska,  Kansas  and  Colorado  whore  th&se  buyers  made  up"  the  largest 
group.  *  ■ 

Sellers 

Individual  sellers  continued  to  increase  in  importance.     They  made 
55  percent  of  the  sales  this  quarter  compared  with  51  percent  in  the 
preceding  quarter  and  41  percent  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1943.  Private 
corporation  sales  increa.sed  from  11  percent  of  the  total  a  year  ago  to 
17  percent  in  the  current  quarter.     The  states  and  covinties,  public  credit 
agencies  and  estatos  are  somev;hat  less  important  as  sellers  than  thej'- 
were  a  year  earlier.     The  county  is  still  very  im.portant  as  a  seller  in 
Haakon  and  "Vard  counties  where  56  percent  and  31  percent  of  the  sales  v/ere 
by  the  counties  (table  8),    Private  corporations,  as  sellers,  are  most 
important  in  Judith  Basin,  Stutsm.an,  'iTard,  Brookings  and  Bro^.m  counties. 
Slightly  over  one-fourth  of  the  individual  sellers  were  ovrner  operators 
this  quarter,   of  v;hich  abou'c  25  p-rcent  rotirsd  and  15  percent  went  into 
other  work^  -     -  ■-  

The  remaining  owner  operators  wlio  sold... .land  .  kept  on. .farming,  ..but  it 
is  not  toovm  hov;  many  have  sold  land  that  they  have  not  'farm.ed-  or  had  not 
considered  a  part  of  their  operating  units.

Resales 

Seven  percent  of  .the  sales  this  qusrter  ■."ere  resales  of  tracts 
purchased  durinp;  the- precedinf-  24  nonths.    This  is  slightly  less  than 
for  the  two  preqedinif^  quarters  -vhen  9  percent  of  the  sales  v;ere  resales. 
Resales  in  this  region  have  generally  been  less  than  in  other  parts  of 
the  nation.    T'.Yenty-nine  percent  of  these  resales  cccv.rred  in  less  xhan 
6  months,  56  percent  in  less  than  a  year  -and  91  percent  in  less  than  18 
months  (table  9).. 

Farm  Ilortgare  Debt  3/ 

Farm  mortgage  debt  has  been  decreasing  steadily  in  the  Ilcr-bhern 
Great  Plains  Region  since  1923.    The  highest  farm  mortgage  debt  vas  2,438 
million  dollars  in  1923  v.^ich  by  1944  had  been  reduced  to  755  million 
dollars,  or  a  69  percent  rc-duction  from  the  peak.    Fam  mortgage  debt  in 
1944  v-as  the  lo'.vest  since  1S14.    Tho  reduction  per  year  has  averaged  801 
million  dollars  since  1923  v;hereas  the  annual  average  increase  from  1910 
to  1923  v/as  1,571  million  dcllprs,    Tho  two  periods  of  the  greatest 
reduction  were  1924  to  1926  and  1041  to  1944.    Farm  mortgage  debt  increased 
more  proportionately  in  Uontana,-  South  Dakota  and  Col»:-^do  from  1910  t© 
1923,  likev/isa  decreased  more  proportioned  civ  frcr  1''23  to  1344,  than  in 
the  other  states  of  the  region. 

In  1944  tho  volume  of  recorded  fam  nor-cgagos  ""as  higher  than  in  any 
of  the  five  previous  years.    The  increased  -    -    -.t  of  outstanding  principal 
on  farm  mortgage  debt  has  considerably  cxce     .  .  .ho  amount  of  new  mortgages. 
During  the  period  of  1930  to  1940  a  large  part  of  the' debt  reduction  was 
due  to  mortgage  foreclosures.     Since  that' period,  a  lirge  share  of  the 
debt  reduction  has  been  duu  to  principal  pajrmcnts.
